reseutative in the Congress. The Russian 
concessions on this head again are said to 
be entirely dependent on the. conditions 
for organization and administration of Rou- 
melia. One condition is that the Russian troops, 
when they evacuate Roumella, are to be replaced 
by native militia, composed of Christians and 
Mussulmans, according to the prevailing re- 
ligion of the district. The French representa- 
tivesin the Congress support Lord Beacons- 
ficid’s demands on the Bulgarian question.

AN OUTLAW KILLED. 
Speciat Disvatch to The Tribune, 

Mr. Vernon, III., June 24.—John G. Fair- 
child, under indictment in the United States 
Court for passing counterfeit money, and who 
lias been a fugitive from justice for the past 
eighteen months, was shot and killed yesterday 
by officers in an attempt to arrest him. The 
acene of the tragedy was on the farm of the 
outiaw’s son-in-law, George Fairchild, near 
Roache’s Station, on the St. Louis & Soutb- 
eastern Railroad, some eight miles west of Mt. 
Vernon. Fairchild’s abode had been for some 
days known to the officers, but, owing to the 
desperate character of the man, and his weil- 
known habits of always going heavily armed, it 
was deemed prudent to proceed slowly and 
with caution and wait a favorable opportuuity to 
effect the capture. At an early hour 
vesterday morning a posse of four young men 
armed with the necessary writ—John D. Nix, 
John P. Morgan, Harvey Kevnolds, and James 
Tronke—preceeded to the toeality above-men- 
tioned and concealed themselves in the brush 
near the house that sheltered Fairchild. They 


had but a short time to wait before the trouble 
began. About 8 ~’clock the object of their 
pursuit was seen approaching directiy towards 
them, carrying in his bands a pitchfork, and en- 
tirely unconscious of the trap into which he 
was stepping. When within about ten feet of 
the officers, Fairchild was startled by the de- 
mand from Nix to surrender.

A Coroner's jury 
was immediately summoned, which continued 
the examination of witnesses until 2 o’clock this 
morning, vet it failed to obtain the name of the 
two officers who fired the fatal shots. A few 
days before his death he stated to one of the 
witnesses that he would kill the first man that 
tried to arrest bim,—hbe never would be taken 
alive. Fairenild leaves a wife and several cbil- 
Gren. He was a man somewhat advanced in 
vears, a‘'thrifty and extensive farmer, and, up 
tu the event that put him into the hands of the 
law. he bore an excellent reputation in tie 
county. In the fall of 1876 be was arrested 
as one of a gang of counterfeiters who had for 
along time successfully pled their nefarious 
business in this part of the State. His indict- 
ment by the United States Grand Jury speedily 
followed, but, when his case was calied at the 
first term of Court thereafter, he obtained a 
continaance, and was released on bail He 
never afterwards responded to the call of the 
Court, but had often pubilely defied the oflicers 
to attempt to arrest him. @ Was always on 


the alert for his pursuers, always went armed as 


if prepared for any emergencies, and vobody 
who knew him doubted that he would prove 
a bad customer to tackle. All sorts of 
resorted to to take 


close quarters, but, up to yesterday, he had each 
time managed by his skill and boldness to elude 
the bullets and vigilance of the officers who 
were at his heels. At brief intervais for the 
past year anda half Fairchild has been tracked 
to his hiding-places in the country, and your 
correspondent -has on several occasions men- 
tioned the exciting scenes atterding his at- 
tempted capture by United States detectives, as 
well as our local officers. He was a desperate 
man, and the sympathy and shelter extended 
to him by his neighbors had heretoiore proved 
a great obstacle to the officers of the law.

MORTGAGE INVESTMENTS, 


POWER OF FOREIGN LIFE-INSURANCB COMPA- 


NIES TO TAKE THEM. 


Mr. Justice Harlan delivered an important de- 
cision yesterday morning in the case of Hards 


ys. The Connecticut Mutual Life-Insurance 


Company, on the question of the powers of for- 
eign corporations to take real-estate mort- 
gages in this State. Several other interesting 


jegal points are involved: 


The facts in this case are about these: 

Oa the 28th of June, 1872, the Connecticut Mu- 
tual Life-Insurance Company filed a bill in the 
Cireuit Court of the United States for the Northern 


District of Illinois to foreclose a mortgage for 


$20, 000 executed by Sprague in 1867 upon certain 
real estate in Chicago, and also to have a certain 
prior mortguge uponthe same property extin- 
uished. March 17, 1874, a decree of sale for the 
„000 was rendered, giving the mortgagor six 
months’ time within which to pay the mortgage 
debt. The mortgagor failing to comply with the 
decree, the property was sold by the Master in 
November, 1874, Jacob L. Greene becoming the 
urchaser on behalf ofthe Company. In January, 
875, a deed was mad6 to the purchaser. 

The present bill was flied on the 21st of January, 
1875, oy William G. Hards and Boynton & Cooper 
against the Insurance Company and Greene. he 
defendants demurred, and tae questions before 
the Court arose upon the demurrer. 

From the bill it appears that in September, 
1873, pending the foreclosure suit in thia Court. 
Spragne, the mortgagor, without consulting the In- 
surance Company or Greene, contracted with 
Hards to do some plastering and iathing, and with 
Boynton & Cooper to do certain carpenter’s work 
upon the mortgaged premises. That Harde, in 
December, 1873, filed his petition in the Superior 
Court of Cook County. asserting a mechanic's lien 
for the work and materials furnished by bim. In 
November, 1874, about eleven months after he 


- commenced his suit in the State Court, he amended 


his petition, making the Insurance Company end 
Greene defendants. That, in May, 1874. Boynton 
& Cooper filed their petition in the same State 
Court. asserting a mechanic's lien upon the mort- 
property, making the Insurance Company and 
Greene defendants. 
inthe suits in the State Court the Insurance 


Company and Greene pleaded the foreclosure suit 


and decree in this Court as a bar to the mechanic's 
nen. and, as to Hara’s cigim, they specially plead - 
ed the iimitation of six months prescribed y the 
mechanic's lien statute of this State. 

The vi)! alleges that the Insurance Company, its 


‘ agents, servants, oflicers, and attorneys, were 


aware of the work being done and the materials 
furnished by Hards and Boynton & Cooper, but, 
with the view to obtain an improper advantage, 


» had failea to bring them before the Court as de- 


fendants, and that they, Hards and Boynton & 
Cooper, were ignorant of the foreclosure suit. 
The complainants prayed that the foreclosure de- 
cree, and the sale and deed thereunder, be re- 
viewed, reversed, and set aside so far as may be 
Just to complainants. That Greene and the Com- 
pany be restrained from using and setting up, or 
in anv way giving in evidence in the State Court, 
the foreciosure record and decree, and for such 
other and further relief as may be equitapvle. 

An amended bill was filed which alleged that the 
Insurance Company was forbidden by the laws of 
liiinois from taking the wmorteage of 1867, and 
that consequently the decree of March, 1874, was 
null and void. 

Mr. Justice Harlan delivered bis opinion orally. 
reterring to numerous points raised by counsel, 
ana which, he said, had been discussed with rare 
ability. 

He said. in substance: 

1. Counsel for complainants insist that the de- 
cree in the foteclosure suit was erronegue. in that 
it did not give the time for e by 


the statuteg ef Illineis. (Brine ve. Hurtford In- 
surance 8 Touching this objection, it is 


that the creditors of the mortyageor 
could not urge that objection. except in connection 
with an offer to redeem the property by paying the 
mo ge debt. No such offer is here made. 

2. Complainant's counsel aleo insist with much 
earnestness that the mortgage of 1867 was void, 
upon the ground that a foreign insurance company 
conld not at that date, consistently with the de- 
clared public policy of Iihnoim, take a mortgage 
upon real estate in this State. Waiving any con- 
sideration of the question as to coinplainant’s 
fight at this time to urge such an objection, the 
mortgagor himself making no such point, the Court 
said it was clear that the mortgage was not 
void upon any such ground. After a thorough ex- 
amination of all the authorities cited, the Court 
was satisiied that neither at the date of the mort- 
gage, nor at any time since, has it been against the 
public policy of this State forinsurapce companies, 
created by the laws of other States, to invest their 
assets in mortgages upon real estate in 
Ihnois. The cases of Carroll vs. 
East St. Louie, 67 In., Starkweather 
ve. American Bible Society, 72 In.. 
and United States Trust Company ve. Lee, cited 
r counsel, do not embrace a case 

e this. Nothing is to be found in either of those 
cases Which justifies the conclusion that the Su- 
preme Court of Lilinois has decided that ineurance 
companies incorporated by the laws of other 
States may not take mortgages on real estate in 
Iilinois. On the contrary, it is found in the 
statute passed in 1869 that domestic insurance 


companies are required to invest a portion of 


their capital in certain specified secyrities, among 
which are mortgages of real es The same 
Statute forbids any foreign company from trans- 
acting its business in this State until it has aleo an 
equivalent capital invested in like manner. This 
statute, it is true, was passed after the mortgage 
in question was taken, but it cannot be presumed 
that u would have been passed had there been 
any such public policy as that assimed by 
complainant's counsel. The Court finds that thero 
was in force, wnen this mortgage was taken, a 
statute passed in 1855 regulating the agencies of 
insurance companies not incorporated by the State 
of Illinois. By that act it was rendered Illegal for 
any insurance company. incorporated by any other 
Stute than Illinois, directly or indirectly to take 
ris Or transact any business of insurance 
m this State, without rst procnring a 
certificate of authority from the Auditor of the 
State. Before that certiticate could be obtained, 
the as required to furnish a statement 
under oath which should show the assets of the 
company, including its unincumbered real estate. 

act expressly declared that no insurance 


_ Company, or agent. or agents of any insurance 


company incorporated by any other State, 
shail transact any nsiness of insur- 
ance in this State unless such

estate mortgages, it cannot be presumed that it 
Was againet the public policv of this State that 
such companies should invest their assets in mort- 
— upon real estate situated in Illinois. In- 
eed, the security of policy-holders residing in 
this State is increased by such mortgages upon 
Teal estate here. The Court thought, therefore, 
that there was no solid ground upon which the ob- 
jection in question could rest. 
3. The Court said there were other questions 
nted for its consideration. By the Mechanics’ 
en law of the State. the lien of the mechanic 
must be asserted by petition within mx months 
from the time his claim matures as against the in-

THE BURR BEQUEST. 
COOK COUNTY BEATEN. 


Among the recent decisions of the Supreme 


Court was one in the case of the Board of 
County Commissioners against Thomas B. Bry- 
an as Trustee under the will of the late Jona- 
than Barr, to convey to appellees a certain be- 
quest, and the appeliants, Trustees of the 
Northern Illinois Hospital and Asylum for tbe 
Insane, located at Elgin, resisted the same on 
behalf of that institution, claiming that it is eu- 
titled to the bequest. 


It will be remembered that at the time of his 
death Mr. Burr made provision in his will for 
the payment of legacies to several charitable H- 
stitutions. Among other clauses in the docu- 
ment was one conveying in trust to Mr. Bryan 
the east half of Lot 6 in Block 83 of the Original 
Town of Chicago, with the buildings and 
improvements thereon. ‘This proverty Mr. 
Bryan was to manage and improve, and invest 
the net annual income thereof until such time 
as an Insane Asylum should be organized, lo- 
cated, and established in the northern part of 

Illinois, under some State or municipal author- 
ity, or some charter which should give to it a 
permanent character. When this bad been 
done, Mr. Bryau was to convey the above-men- 
tioned premises and the accumulated income 
therefrom to the authority or corporation’ man- 
aging the Asylum; but in trust, however. to 
manage and improve the same as the ‘Trustee 
under the will had done, the net income to be 
applied to the support of the Asylum. In case 
an effort reasonably promising success was to 
be made to establish such an institution by 
some corporate authority, the Trustee was au- 
thorized to aid it trom time to time as he 
might see fit, to the extent of the income 
from the property then in his hands, in tie 
erection of buildings. In case, however, that 
such Asylum should pot be established and put 
in successiul operation within six years after 
Mr. Burr's death, the will directed Mr. Bryan to 
convey the premises and the accumulated ſu- 
come therefrom to the executors of the Burr 
estate, by them to be converted into movey and 
cash securities, the proceeds to be paid over to 
the other institutions pamed in the will. The 
date of the wiil was Dec. 31, 1867. Mr. Burr 
died Feb. 4, 1869. It appears from the record 
that. for a long time previous to the making of 
this will, Cook County had maintained a Poor- 
House, using several buildings which were built 

rior to 1805, and that some of these build- 
nes were devoted to the use of iusane 
paupers. At the time the will was made 
the county had three buildings on the Poor- 
Farm, two of which were used for insane pau- 
pers. lu September, 1868, the Board of Super- 
visors took action looking tv the erectivn of 
further buildings for the use of the insane who 
must be taken care of by the county. In April, 
1869, an act to establish the Northern Illinois 

Hospital and Asylum for the lnsane was passed 
by the Legislature, $125,000 being appropriated 
for it. Cook County endeavored to secure this 
Asvium, butt failed, and its erection was begun 
at Eleiu in the spring of 1869, aud was vigorous- 
ly carriea to completion, except when prevented 
by au injunction, which was dissoived in Decem- 
ber, 1800. The building was occupied in Jauu- 
ary, 1872, and patients were received the fuilow- 
ing April. In June, 1869, a committee was ap- 
pointed dy the Cook County Board of Super- 
visors to select a location for an insane asylum 
exclusively for the use of Cook County, and tue 
Committee was also instructed to confer with 
Mr. Bryan in regard to the Burr bequest. The 
site was selected in September, 1800, being 
about twenty feet from where the insane de- 
partment of the County Poor-House was then 
located. Contracts tor the new building were 
at once awarded, and it was completed in 
December, 1870. 

It was in this statement of facts that the mat- 
ter came before the courts of tais county, being 
decided by them in favor of tue County Board. 
The opinion of the Supreme Court was delivered 
by Justice Sheldon. 

It begins by referring to the fact that pre- 
vious to the year 1874 Cook County had no 
authority to establish an Insane Avsium, such 
authorization being given for the first time in 
the revision of the statutes made in the year 
referred to. Before that time counties 
had only power to erect Poor-Houses 
and in connection therewith to establish 
a farm for the anaes of paupers. It was 
by virtue of this last-named. power that Cook 
County erected the building which it denomi- 
nated an Insane Asylum, and for whicn, as such, 
it laid claim to the Burr bequest. The opinion 
holds that his bequest was oot for the benefit of 


any institution existing at the time the will was 


made, but tor that of an insane asylum which 
should be established in the future by some 
State or municipal autbority. Ihe so-called In- 
sane Asvium of Cook County, the opinion says, 
was just as much “ organized, located, and 
established before the making of the will as 
it was subsequentiy. Previous thereto there 
were separate buildings on the Poor-Farm, 
in which insane paupers were kept, and subse- 
quently there was only erected an additional 
building upon the farm, which was called an In- 
sane Asvium. It was but an q@nuiargement 
of previously-existing facilities for the care 
of the insane. There was a formal location of 
the site, but this did not meet the idea of loca- 
tion as conveyed by the bequest. The will of 
Mr. Burr distinctly contempiated an institution 
to be established by some ‘‘authority,’’ and, as 
previously stated, such authority Was not pos- 
sessed by counties previous to 1574. The Court 
is also of the opinion that, as Mr. Burr was a 
resident of Cook County and knew all about its 
provision for the care of insave persons, he 
would, had he desired his 9 to go to the 
benefit of Cook County, have made the bequest 
directly to it. In view of ali these facts, the 
Court thinks that the Cook County Insane 
Asylum does not meet the requirements of 
the language of the bequest, aud is also 
of the opinion that the Elgin Asylum is 
entitled to the bequest on the ground of 
priority, if no Other, ag it was some time 
after the passage of they act incorporating it 
that the Cook County Supervisors took action 
looking toward the erection of the building by 
virtue of which they nowclaim the bequest. 
The fact that the County Insane Asyium was 
completed before that at Elgin sbould not, the 
opinion says, displace the priority gained by the 
Elgin Asylum. / a 

The decree of the Lower Court is therefore re- 
versed, and the cause remanded for further pro- 
ceedings, in conformity with the opinion.

OTHER DECISIONS. 
UNITED STATES MORTGAGE COMPANY VS. 
GROSS. 


The point in this case was whether the Mort- 


gage Company, a foreign corporation, organized 
under the laws of New York for the purpose of 
loaning money, could loan money in Iilinois 
and enforce its securities against real estate. It 
was contended that it could not, as it was con- 
trary to the policy of the State to perinit com- 
panies to be organized for the purpose of loan- 
ing money purely within its own limits, and 
hence, as a matter of comity, it would not ex- 
tend such a privilege to corporations organized 
in other States, as they might acquire land in 
the enforcement of their securities, this 
being against the policy of the 
State of Illinois, as indicated in the 
case of Carroll vs. East St. Louis, on 
the ground that it would tend towards the ac- 
cumulation and perpetuity of landed estates. 
The Court holds that, the Mortgage Company 
not being primarily organized for the purpose 
of acquiring land, but only for the purpose of 
loaning money, the statute of 1575, validating 
all such Joans, and giving to companies thus or- 
ganized the same right of recovery that individ- 
ual creditors possess, is retroactive in its opera- 
tion, and covers all mortgages heretofore made 
by such companies; and further, that there fs 
no objection to a retroactive statute which does 
not impair the obligation of contracts, but is iu 
furtherance of the general principles of justice 
and in the enforcement of contracts which bor- 
rowers have taken upon themselves, and which 
creditors bave in good faith received. Wirt 
Dexter, Esq., represented the Company. 


MILLER VS. PEOPLE EX REL. HUCK. 
The points were: 1. Taat the County Court 
had no jurisdiction to hear the appiication for 


judgment and order of sale separate from the 
genera! delinquent tax-list of the year; 2. That 
dhe special assessment of the Town of Lake 
could not be sued upow separate from the gen- 
eral State and county tax ef the year: 3.

[The same point is made 
in the pending case to invalidate the bonds of 
the Town of J The Supreme Court says 
the Town of Lake was and is a village in the 
sense in which the word is used in the 
act of 1872; tnat it is one of the 
municipal corporations which were authorized 
to avail themselves of the provisions of Art. 
IX. of the act as an amendment to theis char- 
ter. Judgment is given in all the cases (there 
being seventeen of them) in behalf of the 
town, thus settling almost ovary question that 
can be raised as to the right of the town to levy 
taxes and make special assessments for im- 
provements. 
TAYLOR vs. TURNER. 

This case was commenced six years ago, and 
was passed upon ito favor of the plaintiff by 
both the Chancery Judges of the Circuit Court 
and six of the seven Judges of the Supreme 
Court, Walker dissenting. The Court now re- 
verses its former opinion, in which it was held 
that there could be an implied trust in personal 
pruperty which could be enforced by a bill in 
chancery. The present ruling is of great im- 
portance to ali persons engaged in the commis- 
sion business. Messrs. Herbert, Quick & Mu- 
ler represented the defendant. 

In 1872, one Trotter applied to Taylor, a com- 
mission merchant in this city, for advances to 
be made to him on the shipment of grain, he 
agreeing to ship to Taylor all bought by him. 
Becuming involved, Trotter absconded. Dur- 
ing the week previous he bought wheat of 
Turner at Steamboat Rock, Ia., and Turner 
and Trotter, simultaneousiv acting, shipped by 
railroad receiptin the name of Trotter as con- 
sigvor and Taylor as consignee; and in payment 
for the wheat Trotter drew his drafts ou Tay- 
lor, and delivered them to Turner, who attached 
thereto the’ railroad receipt, and had them dis- 
counted at the Farmers’ & Exchange Bank of 
Steamboat Rock. The grain came to Chicago in 
the ordinary course of business, passing through 
the warehouses, and the warehouse receipts were 
delivered to Taylor, who realized on them and 
passed the proceeds to Trotter in general ac- 
count. It is left uncertain whether Tavlor had 
any notion of Turner’s interest in the grain be- 
fore the credit of the proceeds. A bili in equity 
was filed by Turner to enforce a supposed trust 
in the wheat. By their first opinion the Su- 
preme Court sustained this bill in substance, on 
the ground that an implied trust would lie iu 
wheat. as well as au express trust iu that or any 
other personal property. A petition fur a re- 
hearing was filed, aud argued at the September 
term. Judge Sheldon delivers the opinion. It 
is held: 1. That if Trotter were absolute owner 
at shipment, the deliverv of railroad re- 
ceipts as security to Turner invested Tur- 
ner with a special proverty, entitling 
him to the proceeds of the wheat to the extent 
of the purchase price; 2, that, by the consign- 
ment and the delivery of railroad receipts with 
the drafts, Taylor became the agent or factor 
of Turner, and was bound to account to him to 
the extent of the purchase price or the drafts, 
and could himself hold the surplus, and was 
only liable to apply the former properly; 3, 
that there was no room for tne operation of the 
doctrine of laches in the case for not forward- 
ing the drafts, as Taylor was the agent of 
Turner—it was sufficient for him to forward 
them in the ordinary course of business; 4, that 
in case Tavlor had made further advances, or in 
any way had suffered by the delay, the rule 
might be different; 5, that under the circum- 
stances the custom in Chicago to deliver prov- 
erty to the consignee without producing the 
railroad receipts was immaterial, - no 
new rights intervening; 6, the Farm- 
ers“ & Exchaune Bank had no 
claim against Taylor tor an illegal conversion, 
he having only discharged his duty as consignee 
and agent of the holder of the drafts by reduc- 
ing the wheat to money; 7, that. upon Turner 
taking the drafts with the railroad receipts at- 
tached, there passed to him as an incident the 
right to maintain an action as the owner of the 
drafts and railroad receipts; that the implied 
promise arose to pay the proceeds of the wheat 
to the holder of the drafts and the railroad re- 
ceipts at the time of bringing the suit; 8, the 
bailment of property to the factor to seil, as in 
this case, and his refusal to pay over the pro- 
ceeds, would sustain an action-for money had 
aud received, and a bill in equity was not a 
proper remedy, whereby he would deprive the 
defendant of the much-prized privilege of trial 
by jurs. 

AMONG THE OTHER DECISIONS 
were the following: , | 

Union Pacific Railroad vs. Miller. In this 
case it was held that service upon the agent of 
an agent is not sullicient to bring the corpora- 
tion into court. 

Fairman vs. Peck—A suit to set aside a fore- 
closure made in April. 1800, on account of ir- 
regularities. The Court says: ‘‘A sale upon 

application in due time may be avoided while 
the ticle remains with the purchaser at the sale 
or his grantee with notice, but after the prop- 
erty bas passed into the hands of subsequent 
bona fide purchasers for value without notice 
of irregularity in the sale as against them, the 
right of avoidance of the sale cannot be ener- 
cised, but the sale must staad.”’ 

First Baptist Church vs. Andrews—tleld that 
an execution cannot issue oh a mechanic’s lien 
until after the property has been sold under a 
decree of court; that service on a special com- 
mittee appointed by the congregatior to build 
the church is good under the statute, although 
nooe of the Committee were Trustees. 


IN GENERAL, 


THE REQUISITES OF A JUDGMENT BY CON- 
FBSSION. 


Judge Harlan yesterday decided the petition 
for review iu the bankruptcy case of J. H. Earll. 
It appeared that Earll and his brother and 
mother, before the bankrupt proceedings were 
begun, had had numerous transactions together, 
and he gave them some notes with vower 40 
confess judgment. They entered up judgment, 
and caused executions to be issued, on which 
this goods were taken by the Seritt and sold, 
aud the proceeds turned over to the Court. Af- 
ter the petition in bankruptcy was filed these 
parties came in and filed a petition asking for a 
preference in the payment of their claims, 
which was granted. The contesting parties 
then filed a petition for a review on the ground 
that the judgments by confession were irregu- 
lar and void, and gave uo preference. 

The Judge, after stating the facts in the case, 
overruled the objection to the jurisdiction on 
the ground that it had alwavs been the practice 
of the Circuit Court to take jurisdiction, and as 
the Bankruptcy law was about to go out of op- 
eration he did not see why that practice must 
be changed. 

But there was another point in the case ou 
which the decision rested. The point was made 
on the argument that the judgment or that 
which purported to be a judgment was no judg- 
ment, and did not authorize any execution, and 


therefore did not give any valid lien. The 
record of the proceedings of the State Court 


‘where the judgment by confession was entered 


showed that there was filed with the Clerk a 
declaration in the ordinary form, then a note 
with an affidavit in the ordinary form, and also 
a cognovit. There was also a memorandum by 
the Clerk that the party confessed judgment. 
Tnen followed other memoranda or words to 
the effect that the above judgment was entered 
on the record by the Clerk of the Court. There 
was no above judgment.“ There was no 
statement by the Clerk that it was considered 
or ordered that the plaintiff have aud recover 
the amount of amoney claimed. It was a mere 
recital of the appearance of the attorney stat- 
ing that he confessed judgment. After quoting 
several decisions of the Supreme Court of IIIi- 
nois, the Judge said he was constrained to con- 
clude from those decisions that the pretended 
judgment by confession was no judgment, on 
account of the omission of all words showing 
that a jury bad eutered up judgmeut, or that 
it had been entered von the finding and 
order of aJudge. The judgment, or what pur- 
ported to be a judgment by implication, was 
made by a clerk, a mere ministerial officer, and 
there was no presumption of law to be indulged 
in in favor of the entry made by him. The 
record stated, ‘Whereupon the above judg- 
ment is entered of record.“ There was no en- 
try that could be construed asa judgment. 
Therofore, no valid execution could be issued, 
and no lien was obtained. On that ground the 


order of the Court below would be reversed, 


with directions to deny the preference, and to 


distribute the proceeds of the property levied 
on among the creditors. 


THE BRINE CASE. 
As tothe effect of the opimon in the Brine 


case, recently decided by the United States Su- 
preme Court, a prominent lawyer said to a re- 
porter yesterday: 


“The right of redemption guaranteed by the 


State law is held to bea law ol property, and 
cannot be changed by a decree of the Federal 
Courts based upon a guestion of practice; and 
all decrees of foreclosure taken in the United 
States Courts, in terme, making the sale abso- 
lute after 100 days, thus cutting off the right of 
redemption, are void upon their face.“ 


This decision is apt to make no end of trouble 
to money-leuders, but, ip a great many in- 


stances, the value of land has shrunk so much 
that it wouldn't par for the mortgagee to avail 
himself of his privilege of redemption. 

ANOTHER BOARD OF TEADE MAN OUT IN THE 


COLD. 
A petition for mandamus was filed yesterday 


in the Circuit Court by Juha O. Monroe against 
the Board of Trade to get back on the Board. 
Alter indulging in the usual historical remin- 


ment of its membership and privileges, Mouroe 
8 on to say that he became a member iu 
$69, and was lariy called on 
for his dnes until January last, when 
one E. Duis made a .complaint against 
him for the non-payment of a note, and the 
Board of Directors, after bis case, sus- 
pended him. Now, Monroe says this note was 
upon no other nor further consideration than an 
indebtedness recurred upon a privilege deal, 
known as a call“ by the initiated, which is pro- 
hibited by law as a gaming contract, and is void. 
He sta this fact to the Directors, but their 
moral sense was so perverted that they listened 
not unto him, but proceeded to suspend him, 
and, rather than sacrifice his principles, etc., he 
chose to be expelled. Still, he feels that it is 
not richt that wrong should triumph, and he 
now asks to be restored tothe Board without 
being compelled to pay his debt. | 
THS WHISKY CASES. 

The argument of the petition by the second- 
batch whisky men, to have their cases dismissed 
on the ground of immunity, was continued yee- 
terday before Judge Harlan. 

Mr. Reed, on half of the whisky men, 
opened. He said that the recent inventions of 
the telephone and phonograph showed that 
science was progressive, apd it would be singu- 
lar if the law was otherwise. He admitted that 
the present petition was somewhat of a novel 
proceeding, but that did not indicate that it was 
not proper. Counsel then went on to state 
the tacts in tlie case, and to read Judge 
Blodgett’s recent decision in the case. The 
Government, he claimed, was bound to carry 
out the implied agreement. If the defendants 
had been convicted and sentenced to only an 
hour’s punishment they would have pleaded it 
in bar to the present suits, or to any suits for 
penalties. That doctrine had been exovressly 
recognized in the McKee case. The case was 
somewhat peculiar, and no exact precedent 
could be found for it. But the Court, pubile 
policy, and the aim of justice required that the 


present prosecution should be stopped, and th 


case dismissed. By fling a demurrer to the 
pleas of immunity the Government admitted 
that it had agreed that the cases suould be dis- 
missed. The Court had said that that agree- 
ment should be carried out and the prosecution 
stopped. 

Mr. Juessen followed on the same side. After 
expressing the usual astonishment at the un- 
tevuable position, etc., of the learned counsel fur 
the Government, he went on to discuss the 
power of the Government. officers to make such 
au agreement for immunity. But if the prin- 
ciple of estoppel ever ought to apply, it should 
apply iu the present instance. The Government 
had made use of the whisky men, it had com- 
pelled them not only to give themselves away, 
but to give their best friends away, 
and then it attempted to re- 
cede from its contract on the plea 
that its officers had no power to make such a 
contract. The preseut was an attempt to con- 
trol and check the action of the Juliciary. The 
power to dismiss the case was entirely within 
the control of the Court. In brief, the position 
of the defendants was that the defense made 
was a good legal defense, or that, even if it were 
not. it made no difference whether it was or not 
if the Court below had the power to dismiss 
the case. The present case was one criminal in 
nature, though civil inform. If it was a crim- 
jual case no appeal would lie, and the appeal 
only lay because it was civil in form. The same 
rules ought to govern the case as if it were 
criminal. 

The closing argument was then made by 
Mr. Jewett on behalf of the Government. He 
claimed that the power of pardon was expressly 
delegated tothe Executive: that the Govern- 
ment had refused a pardon, and the present 
plea of an agreement could not be pleade i in 
bar. The only question was whether the right 
of immunity was vested in the Court. He 
claimed the pardoning power was vested in the 
Executive, aud a Court could neither coerce the 
Executive, nor accomplish directly what it had 
no power to do directly. 

Judge Harlan then took the matter under ad- 
viscment, promising to give a decigion before he 
left. 

THES TANNER-BRAKE CASES. 

Judge Harlan was startled out of his usual 
serenity and equanimity are afternoon 
by an attorney who appeared before him to 
have three cases set before him for argu- 
ment on demurrers. 

“They are the most important cases your 
Honor has heard since sitting on the Bench 
here,“ remarked the lawyer. 

The Judge noaded incredulously. @ 

“They involve the question of who owns a 
patent, and the patent rights are considered 
worth $20,000,000.” 

Another incredulous nod and smile from the 
Judge by way of repiy. 

„Some very important questions of law are 
invoived; among otbefs, the question as to 
whetber a court of equity has jurisdiction in a 
patent case aiter the patent has expired. The 
theory of the defendants is that the jurisdiction 
in all suck cases is dependent solely on the 
issuing of an injunction, and as there can be no 
injunction after a patent has expired, therefore 
there can be no jurisdiction. Another question 
of tne same geucral Character is whether the 
State statutes of limitations in the several 
States apply toa suit for infringement of a 
patent. Third, how the United States statute 
of limitations found in the act of 1870 should 
be construed.” 

What are the names of the cases“ gasped 
the Judge. 

They are known as the Tanner-Brake cases.“ 
was the reply, “and are brought by a complain- 
ant named Sayles against the Cnicago & North- 
western, the Chicago. Burlington & Quincy, and 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad 
Companies. Wethought from the magnitude 
of the cases that it would probably take a week 
to argue tue demurrers.”’ 

„ Well, then, it would be impossible for me to 
hear them vow.” replied the Judge with the 
air of intense relief. 

Some discussion then followed as to the time 
when the cases could be heard, the Judge invit- 
ing the counsel to visit him at the sea-shore, 
whither he was going next month, and where 
they would have an opportunity of arguing on 
the beach, but the generous offer was deciined, 
and the arguments finally set for Sept. 25, when 
the Judge returns. 

A PATENT CASE. 

Judge Blodgett vesterday decided the patent 
eases of Gottiried et al. vs. Bartholomae & 
Riesing, Fortune Bros., aud Peter Schoenhofen. 
These were suits for infringement of Holbeck & 
Gottfried’s patent granted May 3, 1864, for an 
improvement in pitching beer barrels. The in 
vention consists of the aoplication of heated 
air by means of a blast. to the interior of casks 
so that the pitch running into the pores of the 
wood forms a complete inside lining. The air 
is neated iu the passage from the blower to the 
barrels by being torced through a firein a fur- 
nace. Thedefense claimed want of novelty in 
the patent, and that there was no infringement. 
Judge Blodgett, however, found for the com- 
plainants«, granted an injunction, and referred 
the cases to the 93 to take proof as to dam- 
ages. Banning & Banning for complainants, 
and Jussen & Anderson for defendants. 

DIVORCES. 

Elizabeth Fursden filed a bill yesterday 
against Thomas Fursden, charging that he has 
been guilty of drunkenness and cruelty. She 
says she was obliged to support him while they 
lived together, and when he could not t 
enough money from her he would take satisfac- 
tion by knocking ber down and blacking her 
eyes. He finally left her over a year ago, and 
she takes advantage of the respite to give him a 
surprise iu the shape of a decree of divorce if he 
ever comes back. 

And Clara L. Amsden wants a divorce be- 
cause her husband bas been beating her rather 
ottener than she thinks is fair. 

Judge Farwell yesterday granted decrees of 
divorce in the foilowing cases: Anu Jacobia 
trom George E. Jacobi, on the ground of 
felony; Marvy Zperak from Francis Zperak, alias 
Frank Johnson, for desertion; Roswell C. Smith 
from Catherine Smith, on account of drunken- 
ness; Paul A. Lunde from Mary Lunde, on the 
ground of desertion; Sarah Barrett from Morris 
E. Barrett, for cruelty; Eva H. Bradley from 
George F. Bradley, for desertion; and Barbara 
Zander from Andreas Zander, cause not given.

Two decisions, bearing upon the right of 
foreiga corporations to loanjmoney and en- 
force their securities in the State of Illinois, 
are given this morning in our columns. 
Both ars of extreme importance, and both 
reach substantially the conclusion that 
corporations not organized under the laws of 
Illinois may make loans and foreclose mort- 
gages, By the Illinois Supreme Court it 1s 
held that the law of 1875, authorizing such 
corporations to loan money, is retroactive, 
and validates contracts entered into previous 
to the enactment of that law. In the opin- 
ion of Justice Haran, of the United 
States Supreme Court, even broader ground 
is taken, the Court holding that it was not 
in 1867, the date of the mortgage in ques- 
tion, and has not since been, against the 
public policy of this State for insurance 
companies created by the laws of other 
States to invest their assets in mortgages 
upon real estate in Illinois. The opinion of 
Justice Hanian is of especial consequence 
as foreshadowing the result in case an appeal

WOMEN IN POLITICS. 
Perhaps Mrs. Capt. Jenxs is not a fair 
sample of what women would be in politics, 
if endowed with the right of suffrage, the 


privilege of officeholding, and other equal 
rights with men in political campaigning. 
But her appearance before the Porrer-Bur- 


LER Committee ought certainly to impress 


upon the intelligent women of the country 


that they enjoy certain advantagesin their 
present condition for the sacrifice of which 
they would find small compensation in the 
right to vote or run for office. If Mrs. Jznxs, 
in common with her sex, had been merely an 
ordinary politician like ANprrson, Levissrx, 
or her husband, she could not have met the 
dignified Porrrer, the browbeating Burt, 
the slangy McManoy, the egotistical Sprixc- 
En, and the rest of those terrible fellows on 
the ogoost Committee with the conscious 
superiority and imperturbable self-possession 
that have carried her through with flying 
colors. But she is a bright, self-poised, 
quick-witted, feminine Creole, with a full 
appreciation of the advantage of her sex, 
and hence sets legal sharps at defiange, and 
humiliates them by showing the whole coun- 
try how imbecile a lot of mere politicians 
are when they encounter a cool, sharp, agi c 
woman with brains. One may not altogether 
admire just the sort of female Mrs. Jenxs 
appears to be,—especially for domestic pur- 
poses,—but it is her womanly traits, after 
all, that have triumphed. Bumzr and 
McMaunon contended with her the first 
day, and were disastrously beaten; yester- 
day Sprinexe had the foolhardy temerity 
to enter the field and came out badly scarred 
and worse scared. Mrs. Jenxs went into 
that committee-room with the perfect con- 
viction that she was as good as any eleven 
*‘ statesmen” in the land. It was this con- 
sciousness that gave her a self-possession 
ready for every emergency. She knew that 
a spring bonnet, a trim walking-suit, expert 
use of the fan, responsive glances, and an 
assertion of feminine right to respectful 
treatment would strike more terror to the 
hearts of those hardened old politicians than 
would a whole regiment of men. The vic- 
tory was hers very soon after the battle 
began. Besides, she was not burdened with 
any oppressive sense of the sanctity of a 
Committee’s oath nor with the dignity of a 
Congressional Committee. 

If Mrs. Capt, Jenxs should give a candid 
opinion of the Porrer Committee there is 
no doubt that she would turn up her Creole 
nose and shrug her Creole shoulders with 
the Democratic Southern remark that “ they 
were no great shakes.”

WATTERSON AND HEWITT. 

Nothing could be more lively and enter- 
taining than a first-class row between two 
such distinguished Democrats as Henry Wart- 
Terson, of Kentucky, and Apram S. Hewrrrt, 
of New York. Mr. Hewrrr was Chief Lieu- 
tenant to Sam TrLpen during the Presidential 
campaign of 1876, and was understood to be 
the accredited representative and plenipo- 
tentiary of that gentleman pending the con- 
troversy over the count of votes. Col. War- 
TERSON was at the same time an ad interim 
member of Congress, and aspired to lead 100,- 
000 “‘lambs in any scrimmage which might 
be necessary to inaugurate Torx, in 
case the latter’s title to the President’s office 
should be disputed. Mr, Hewrrr was a per- 
sonal ally of Tuorv's, was in his con- 
fidence, had contributed freely to the cam- 
paign funds, and was informed of the se- 
crets of the literary bureau which fur- 
nished the Democratic newspapers and ora- 
tors with their editorials and eloquence. Mr. 
Watterson probably was not strongly at- 
tached to Tro personally, since the 
latter had declared that he would not ap- 
prove the payment of the Rebel War claims ; 
but he was ready to marshal 100,000 valianf 
warriors from Kentucky in Trupen’s behalf, 
because that gentleman was for the time be- 
ing the personification of Democracy. There 
Was every reason to suppose, therefore, that 
Col. Watterson and Mr. Hewirr understood 
each other perfectly, and were working to- 
gether harmoniously to the common end of 
first inducting Tor into the White 
House and thereafter assisting him in the 
distribution of the Government patronage. 
Now the warrior Watterson plainly charges 
the peaceful Hewrrr with having deliberate- 
ly betrayed the ambitious TD and dis- 
honorably misrepresented his views. It is 
possible that Col. Watterson expresses him- 
self the more vehemently because the alleged 
misrepresentation of Timpsn’s views led 
to a peaceful settlement of the dis- 
pute, and deprived Warrznson of leading 
100,000 men into gore and glory; neverthe- 
less, there is no mistaking the issue between 
these two statesmen. The dispute is over 
the Electoral Commission. There was an 
Advisory Committee in charge of the Demo- 
cratic interests, upon whom it devolved to

Now, isn’t it just possible that Tux was 
as non-committal as usual in this affair; 
that he approved the Commission scheme 
under any conditions that would bring out a 
decision in his favor, but made a precaution- 
ary reservation which enabled him, after it 
had the contrary result, to say he disap- 
proved it? Isn't it just possible that 
Messrs. Warrrnsox and Hewrrr are getting 
themselves into a personal quarrel over a 
foxy old fellow who is deceiving both of 
them ? 

There is one peculiarity of the Warrzrson- 
Hewitr dispute, however, which marks a 
new departure. Col. Warrxnsox is a South- 
erner, an ex-Confederate soldier, and one of 
a class of Americans who are supposed to be 
ready to fight at a drop of the hat. Yet he 
deliberately charges personal dishonor upon 
Anx Hxwrrr, and at the same time proposes 
a peaceable settlement of the affair. As 
you don’t wish to fight it out,” writes Col. 
Watterson, and as J am sure J don't, I 
will make you this proposition: You select 
two members of the Committee of Advise- 
ment, of which both of us were members 31 
will select two; the four shall select a fifth, 
and if I do not make my charge good I will 
make you a public apology.” There are two 
remarkable things about this proposition. 
The first denotes a decided progress 
toward civilized methods among the bellig- 
erent Southerners. The proposition of a 
settlement of a charge of dishonor without 
a duel does not imply by any means ‘that 
Col. Watterson would avoid an encounter 
from lack of courage; on the contrary, 
there is every reason to believe that he has 
as much personal courage as any man in the 
country. But formerly a Southerner of Col. 
Watrerson’s character making a similar 
eharge would have given notice at the same 
time that he held himself ready to offer per- 
sonal satisfaction to the affronted gentleman, 
and would have branded his oppohent as a 
poltroon if no challenge should come. 
Col, Watrerson’s position indicates a grow- 
ing sentiment among Southern people that 
lawful or peaceful methods of settlement in 
case of personal dispute are to be preferred 
over unlawful and bloody encounters which, 
as a matter of fact, settle nothing. A per- 
sonal quarrel between Senators Gondor and 
ConKLING during the late session of Congress 
was also settled by referénce, though Gen. 
Gorpon, like Col. Warrexsow, belongs to 4 
class of Southern men who formerly insisted 
upon fighting under such circumstances. 
The Southern people are to be congratulated 
upon their evidences of progress. But the 
other remarkable feature of Col. Watrurson’s 
proposition is that the mode of settlement 
which he recommends is precisely of the 
same nature as that by which the Presi-

HRS. JENKS. 

Whatever else may be said of Mrs. JEenxs, 
it cannot be denied that she is a charming 
witness when a legal bully is the questioner. 
She is an electric eel to face a blustering 
demagogue. ‘There may be few people who 
will have any special admiration for Mrs. 
JENES per se. But there are many who 
will admire her as the woman who could get 
the better Ben Burien: Mrs. Jenxs had a 
secret in her possession, namely: the where- 
abouts of the mythical Surman letter, and 
Brn Butier with easy confidence proceeded 
to wrest that secret from her, acting upon 
the basis of what has hitherto been con- 
ceived as an axiom, namely: that no woman 
can keep a secret. The interview was-a 
memorable one. Several times the witness 
led Burn almost up to the letter, where he 
fancied he could put his hand upon it, and 
then airily skipped away, leaving him to 
Weddle after her, She was a will-o’-the- 
wisp, and her flickeriug zig-zag led him into 
many @ bog and bramble. She played 
with him as a cat does with a mouse, 
and, although she allowed him to escape, he 
had to carry away with him visible evidences 
of the sharpness of her velvet paw. For once 
he could not hold a witness with his glittering 
eye, and for the first time he retired discom- 
fited and disgruntled, and gladly handed 
her over to MeManon, who for three 
hours chutod her all around her secret, only 
to discover that it had passed away, that it 
had gone to the four winds, that it was 
‘* tabled in the waste-basket. Had any other 
man than Ben Burn been the principal ex- 
aminer, the action of Mrs. Jenks would 
have been in contempt of the Committee ;

When Mrs. Jenxs affirméd that 
‘Politics is a sciences in Louisiana; they 
make it so there,” she covered the whole 
ground, andin a single sentence explained 
all the ins and outs, the tricks and turns, 
the corruptions and rascalities that have 
characterized all parties in that State. When 
she exclaimed, ‘‘ Even impossibilties are 
possible,” and The end justifies the means 
in Louisiana politics,” and added,. 1 
am versatile in politics; I never know 
in the morning what my politics will be in 
the evening,” she drew with a few bold 
strokes the pictures of the whole swarm of 


Louisiana politicians of both parties, and 


did not overdraw it. From her own testi- 
mony, she was competent to do it, for she 
has, been through all the tortuous avenues of 
Louisiana politics since the War, and seems 
to be about the only ou who can find her 
way through the labyrinth without a thread 
and come out clear and uumuddled, and able 
to baffie even such an adept in cabal and in- 
trigue as Bur Ln. But it is not in Louisiana 
politics alone that she is an adept. It is 
evident that she has a‘clear realization of 
the patriotism of the Porrer-Sprincrer 
crowd. Even Sunset Cox might admire the 
neat, clean, cutting satire of this woman, 
who was in Washington on the business of 
the nation”; who brought her docu- 
ments with her because they all do”; 
who came to Washington for the nation 
at large”; whose memory may be defective 
because the air of Washington is bad for 
memory; who was devoted to the Repub- 
lic”; and in pursuance of her devotion 
to the nation and its general interests came 
to Washington, for devotion to the coun- 
try brings all the patriots there.” That the 
Potter clique of Democrats did not get out 
of that committee-room completely erest- 
fallen can only be accounted on the suppo- 
sition that they are too thick-witted to ap- 
preciate Mrs. Jenks’ nimble and cutting 
satire, 


THE FOUNDERS OF GERMAN SOCIALISM 

The sudden agitation of Socialism in Ger- 
many by the recent attempt upon the Em- 
peror’s life has brought to the surface a 
perfect swarm of Socialistic literature in the 
shape of books, pamphlets, speeches, and 
manifestoes, and among them are some bi- 
ographies which furnish valuable information 
concerning the founder of German Social. 
ism, Ferprvanp Lassanne, and his most 
prominent successor, Kant Marx. 
the influence of these two men has been,— 
the Socialists now have twelve members in 
the Reichstag and a total vote of 485,000 in 
the Empire,—neither of these men were of 
Teutonic blood. They were both Jews, and 
it was the advantages gained by the Jews in 
1848 that gave them an opportunity to assert 
themselves. LASSALLR was the father of the 
movement, and his writings are still con- 
sulted for watchwords of Sov:ialistic eu- 
endeavor, Like all Communistic leaders, 
he was hated most heartily by some 
of his own adherents, and those who 
professed to be his friends charged 
him with stealing his dogmas from 
Heoe., his ideas of economy from Marx, 
and his style from Lessinc. His mode of 
life was a direct contradiction of all his doc- 
trines. While he deprecated the miseries of 
the poor, assailed every rjght of property, 
and taught that it was a crime to be rich, he 
was snobbish in dress, lived in sumptuous 
quarters, adorned his rooms with . elegant 
hangings, vases, furniture, and rare works of 
art, and gave costly suppers to such friends 
as Humpotpr, Hews, Boroxa, and Forr- 
STEE,—a course of life which is followed 
by our own small-fry bummer demagegues, 
with whom freedom from work, cigars, beer, 
and whisky take the place of — bronzes 
and vases,—gustatory tastes with them 
being stronger than the esthetic: Hue 
said that LassALLz's highest pleasure 
was his highest law. He realized. the Com- 
munistic idea so far as to contract unconven- 
tional relations with a very unconventional 
Countess who Was at variance with her hus- 
band, and, althbugh he regarded her as his 
good angel, he was not above being subsi- 


dized by his good angel, and cheapening his 


chivalry by securing from her a very com- 
fortable annuity. He was always in a quar- 


rel with somebody, organizing resistance to 


something, and happiest in the prisonefs 
dock. His epitaph, which describes him as 
“a thinker and a man of war,” was very 


meeting 
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account of a woman, when but 16, and he 
died from wounds received in a duel fought 
on account of another woman when 40. He 


was the hero of innumerable scandals, and 
yet his dupes looked upon him as a 


Messiah who would revisit them after 
his death, For a time he worked 
with the Fortschritt party, but they 
would not give him a place equivalent 
to his ambitions, and be turned against them 
and sounded as his war-cry that might must 
be right, and that the people always had the 
right to resort to force. He organized the 
German workingmen into a political party, 
and arrayed them against the business classes. 
He convinced them that universal suffrage 
was the first reform they must obtain. He 
completely nullified the influence of 
Scuvuirzr-Deirrzsca, who had almost per- 
suaded the workingmen to adopt co-opera- 
tion, and in this connection laid that Com- 
munistic plank which has since been adopted 
by his shiftless advocates and followers the 
world over. He told them they could not 
help themselves by economy ; that there was 
no hope for them so long as the pres 


ent relations between labor and cap- 


ital existed; that it was State heip, 
not wages, that would be the pana- 
cea for their their troubles; and there is not 
a lazy, brawling, loafing Communist in Chics- 
go to-day who does not firmly believe in 
LassaLLx's doctrine, and even carry it 
further by declaring that the Government 
ought to organize itself into a huge paternal 
soup-house so that he may live without 
work; and that, if his neighbor prefers to 
work, he shall divide his earnings with him. 
Lass ALI was rising rapidly as a great 
power when his career was cut short by the 
duel of which we have spoken. A woman's 
yellow hair and blue eyes proved a stronger 


temptation to him than the success of his 


dogmas, though the yellow hair was another 
man’s property. The roue was stronger 
than the reformer in him, and he met the 
roue’s frequent fate. 


In his will, LassanLz enjoined upon the 


Gencral German Workingmen’s Association 
the duty of appointing Bernuarp Becker as 
his successor. BxEckzER appears to have had 
a combination of the qualities that char- 
acterize Gzorce Francis Tram, with a vul- 
garity and, brutality, however that do not 
belong to the Turkish-Bath Reformer. In 
some respects, also, he resembled the late 
Sera Paring, whose Stable of Humanity at 
Lake Zurich old Chicagoans will remember. 
Becker signed himself President of Hu- 
manity,” and at the same time, with that 


charming inconsistency which pertains to | 


Communism, was so full of inhumanity, and 
so” coarse, vulgar, and cruel that at last the 
Workingmen passed a resolution declaring 
him to bea base slanderer and incurable 
idiot. It was one of those manifestations of 
fraternal regard and affectionate unanimity 
that are frequently displayed in Commu- 
nism. It will be remembered that .the 
Central Section of the  Socialistic 
Labor Party in this city held a 
last Sunday, and, after 
abusing their Executive Committee in 
Cincinnati to their hearts’ content, voted a 
want of confidence in it, which was tanta- 
mount to a declaration of the right of the 
Executive Committee to issue such orders as 
they please and of their right to disregard 
them if they so desire. Bxrcxer’s regime 
was short. Quarrels followed quarrels. The 
old leaders were thrown overboard and the 
old alliances were broken. Under the in- 
fluence of Liznxsnecut and Marx, the union 
of German Socialism with the International 
was perfected at Gotha. It was a union of 
German philosophy with French brutality ; 
the joining of the torch of knowledge with 
the torch of the incendiary; au alliance of 
thinkers with petroleuses. Thenceforward 
yerman Socialism became infected with the 
Communism of Sarntr Sruow and tho atheism 
of Marx. It was no longer a distinctly 
national element, and it lost its force of 
concentration and incisiveness of effort to 
such an extent that Brsmarex easily controlled 
and used it against the Liberalism of 
the middle classes. It has lost its distinct- 
ive character, however. German poets still 
sing of it, philosophers dally with its doc- 
trines, even Bishops eulogize Lassatzz in 
their pulpits, but the taint of the Interna- 
tional is upon it. It has twice sought to 
take the life of the Emperor. It burned and 
pillaged last swimmer in this country. It 
curse I society and blasphemed the name of 
Gop at Citizen Mror's banquet in New 
York recently. It has declared war against 
property, against the existing forms of so- 
ciety, against the family, against Christian- 
ity. Itis the openly-avowed enemy of every 
community. It no longer reasons—it threat- 
ens. It no longer attempts to dlevate the 
poor man, but seeks to pull down the rich 
man, and its methods are those of violence, 
not of reason. The intellect of Communism 
perished with Lassattz. There is only 
brute force left. 


In the argument by Mr. Rosy before the

due time, and that the law appropriates the money 
so raised to the expenses of next year. Attempt 
to anticipate is lawlessiy destroying the food that 
the iaw is providing and has appropriated for the 
wants of the coming year. 


How will this illustration apply? We are 
to assume that the city is required to pay all 
its salaries and for material with “ bread 
ready to eat”; that, having merely sown the 
grain and the crop still in the ground, the 
city is unable to deal out bread reatly to eat; 
but, there being flour in the town, it gives to 
the hungry officer an order equal in value to 
his salary fora given number of bushels of 
the growing wheat when cut, and the officer 
can exchange that order with the miller for 
flour from which to make his own bread, or 
with the baker for’ broad ready to eat”; 
and the argumentis that the Constitution of 
the State of Illinois, declares such 
& transaction illegal and void! According to 
Mr. Rosy, the city should suspend its Gov- 
ernment, discharge all its officers, deliver 
the eity property and the public peace and 
security to the mob ‘until the wheat was 
harvested, ground, baked, and eonverted into 
“* bread ready to eat.”

cult to understand wherein exists tke im.

He left the lady 
for a moment, aud, upon returning, his atten- 
tion was attracted to the next room, separated 
by only a thin door, as there was some contuson 
there. He went to, the door and walked in. 
He did not break down the door. The concur. . 
rent testimony of everybody connected with 
the restaurant, and examination of the door 
itself, shows this. There was no door broken, 
Gen. Rosser discovered Acklen with a lady, as 
the waiter says, with light bionde hair, in 

AN EMBARRASSING BUT NOT CRIMINAL POSITION, 
Here the facts and current rumors separate, 


Rosser did not throw Acklen against the wall., 


and did not throw him down stairs, and did not 
tell anybody subsequently that he did. The 


| lady did not leave the restaurant with Rosser,

ACKLEN’S STATEMENT.

THE SINKING FUND. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

- Wasninoton, D. C., June 24.—Senator Beck, 

who is the author of the bill providing for the 
temporary suspension of the Sinking Fund, ex- 
pressed himself to-day as not regretting the 
pon-action of the Senate upon that measure. He 
says there will be nothing to make up the Sink- 
jag Fund from for next vear, and in this opin- 
jon he says he is sustained 50 the Secretary of 
the Treasury, who told him on Saturday last 
that, in view of the heavy appropriations made 
dy Congress, there will be a deficiency of 88, 
000,000 before the close of the next fiscal year. 
The Senator says there are no hopes for a re- 
duction of taxes so loug as we have a House of 
Representatives composed of men with public 
views like 1

and the bitls looking toward reduction, he avers, 
were held back until the last moment, the 
House knowing there was not tbe slightest 
chance for the Senate to act uvon them before 
adjournment. Senator Beck says, if the Demo- 
crats secure the House again, it will be more on 
account of good luck than from anything they 
have done that will entitle them to credit. The 
House, he says, bas denied the right of the 
Senate to originate revenue bills, and hampered 
that body in its endeavors to legislate for the 
good of the country. He is very dissatisfied 
with the House in its support of bills caliing for 
enormous appropriations, like the River and 
Harbor bill, and is despondent when he thinks 
of the defeat of all measures reducing taxes.

“Guenon test.“ I have bad some experience in 
the selection of dairy-cows, and will state my 
conclusions, if agreeable. It is difficult to over- 
estimate the value of a good cow in a family, 
aud suggestions for their selection by those 
seeking them are valuable, if eas ‘mderstood 
and reliable. A person selecting a cow should 
never overlook the cow form and Cisposition, as 
Opposed to that of the bull; be should look for 
a slim, well-cut neck, a fine, tapering tall, a 
large proportional body, a mild expression of 
countenance and eye, and a quiet and gentle 
disposition. Such a cow, I have learned to be- 
‘lieve, will rarely be found not having the 

escutcheon-marks well developed. 

All cows have a strip of hair forming on the 
udder, and running upwards to the tal. The 
finer the hair composing this strip, and the 
Wider and more marked, as though woven in 
With au inner downward coating, the better the 
cow for quality of milk or flow of milk, and 
staying or enduring qualities asamilker. I 
have given close attention to the maf 
some years, and have learned to distrgst cows

Up Another Powerful 
Satrapy. 


Annexation of tite Michigan Cen- 
tral to the Colossal 
System, 


Proceedings of the Meeting Held 
at Detroit Yesterday. 


An Outline of the Previous Operations 
Which Made This Move 
Possible. 


The Great Road and. Its Adee Now 
Entirely Under the Oontrol of 
Vanderbilt. 


VANDERBILT EXTENDS HIS EM PIRE 
Special Dispaich to The Ty!>une. 

Dyrnorr, Mich., June 24.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Michigan Central Railroad, which 
was held here to-day, resulted, as was generally 
expected, in a Vanderbilt victory, and the road 
is now bis own as much as the New. York Cen- 
tral or the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, 
He holds a thajority of the stock himself, and 
he cap, therefore, do as he pleases with the 
property. Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt was present 
at the mecting and personally directed the 
operations. He had with nim as aides and ad- 
jutants his two sons, William K. and Cornelius; 
Augustus Schell, Director of the New York 


Central and Lake Shore; J. Tillinghast, Presi- | 


deut of the Canada Southern; John Newell, 
General Manager of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern; E. D. Worcester, Treasurer and Sec- 
retary of the New York! Central and Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern; Webster Wag- 
ner, Manager of Vanderbilt’s slecping-car 
lines; Capt. J. H. Vanderbilt, brother of the 
departed Commodore; and several others. Of 
the opposition, none of the prominent members 
except Mr. R. G. Rolston, Secretary of the 
Michigan Central, and J. F, Joy, were present, 
and they were all-sufficient, for Vanderbilt had 
everything so neatly arranged that if no one of 
the old management bad been present it would 
bave been just as well. After the meeting had 
been organized by the election of Mr. Aucustus 
Schell, the voting commenced. The Vanderbiit 
interest placed their proxies in one hat and the 
Sloan interest lu another. The Sloan hat filled 
up very rapidly. and, to the uninitiated one, it 
seemed to be a sure indication of Vanderbilt's 
defeat. But that gentleman remained serene 
throughout, knowing that he had them dead 
sure. When the bats were turned over the fact 
was revealed that Vanderbilt’s side had 
99,665 votes, electing us the new 
Board Messrs. William H. Vanderbilt, 
Augustus Schell, Coruelinus Vanderbilt, Sam 
uel F. Barger, William K. Vanderbilt, Anson 
Stager, W. L. Scott, E. D. Worcester, of New 
York, and Ashley Pond, of Detroit. The old 
Board, composed of Samuel Sloan, Moses Tay- 
lor, George F. Talman, John J. Astor, Isaac 
Bell, R. G. Ralston, Nathaniel Thayer, Edward 
Austin, and J. V. Barrer, received but 54,124. 
This revolution was not brought about because 
the stockholders were dissatisfied with the old 
management, or because they believed that 
they would fare better if Vanderbilt had con- 
trol of the road. On the contrary, 
fact was that some 900 = shareholders, 
representing 54,125 shares, voted for the old 
Board. while only about 100 shareholders, rep- 
resenting 99,665 shares, voted for the Vander- 
bilt party. No ove has any confidence in Van- 
derbilt. and his getting control of this property 
is generally considered a misfortune. Vander- 
bilt needed this road to carry out his scheme to 
control the whole railroad system east of Chi- 
cago, and dictate such terms as he shall choose. 
He went into thé open market and purchased 
outright 40,000 shares of Michigan Cen- 
tral sjock. The other 2,000, which 
were voted for him, were purchased 
and owned by his friends. The figbt for the 
control of this road commenced two years ago, 
and Vanderbilt would have obtained control 
last year had he only felt his way sure. But 
some difficulties in regard tothe control of the 
Canada Southern had to be overcome first. 
Your correspondent came into the possession of 
facts testerday which show conclusively what 
Vandrbiit aims at, and what his intentions are. 
rs ag Messrs. Danicl 
i Jay Gould, aud 
held a controlling. interest in 
Canada Southern. When they 
purchased it, it was their intention to use ft as 
a through connection with the Erie. They were 
not successful. however, and the plan was then 
conceived to go into partnership with old Com- 
modore Vanderbilt, who, they believed, could 
make it a paying property. They presented 
him with half of the stock pon condition that he 
guaranteed the balance. e accepted the bait. 
and aiterwards bought $10,000 more of this 
stock, giving him undisputed control. When 
the oi Commodore died this property 
was inherited with the rest by William 
H. It was an =unprofitable piece of 
roperty, and the bondholders wanted Vander- 
iit to guarantee their bonds, as first agreed. 
Vanderbilt proposed to do so if the debt and 
interest were reduced to figures more ade- 
quat@y representing present values. A major- 
itv of bondholders accepted, but the scheme 
could not be carried out unless the Canadian 
Parliament passed an act approving it. The 
bill was introduced, and it is asserted that Van- 
derbilt paid a certain member of the Parliament 
the sum of $10,000 for lobbying the 
bill through. How much more he paid 
is not known, The Grand Trunk and 
Great Western Managers did their best to 
defeat the scheme, knowing that it would 
enable Vanderbilt to crush them, but Vander- 
but’s gold was too powerful with the Canadian 
legislators, and the bill became a law. This 
enabled Vanderbilt to secure full possession of 
the Canada Southern, ard put him into a posi- 
tion to scoop in the Michigan Central, which he 
could not have done if the bill in regard to the 
Canada Southern bad not been passed. The 
money with which Vanderbilt purchased the 
Michigan Central was borrowed by him in 
Europe a year ago. He went to Europe 
again a short time ago, and ft is 
claimed on good authority that this time he 
made the trip for a similar purpose,—namely, 
to borrow $8,000,000. He succeeded in his mis- 
sion, and with this money, it is said, he will 
purchase the Great Western of Canada and the 
Detroit & Milwaukee Railroads. It is positively 
asserted that he bas now virtually covtrol of 
the latter. With the Great Western in his pos- 
session, he has the Grand Trunk completely in 
his power, and that road cannot be anything 
but a local road, having no Western outlet 
Jay Gould is undoubtedly aiding 
in consideration of not being 
interfered with in bis scheme to con- 
trol all the connections and rivals of 
the Union Pacific. Mr. Vanderbilt has been in- 
terviewed regarding his schemes, but his an- 
swers are evasive, aud indicate nothing. Let he 
does not conceal his hatred towards the Grand 
Trunk, and says he will crush it if it does not 
maintain the rates—that is, if it does not abide 
by his dictation. The officers elected to-day are 
as foilows: “President, H. Vanderbilt; 
freasurer, Cornelius Vanderbilt; Secretary, E. 
D. Worcester; Executive Committee, W. II. 
Vanderbilt, Augustus Schell. Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, Samuel F. Barger. No action was taken 
respecting the working officials of the road, 
that subject being left for future consideration. 
Vanderbilt and party leave here to-morrow 
morning, aad will be in Chicago in the evening, 
to go back by the Lake Shore.

Watterson's Criticisms 
of Him. 


What Hewitt Put In the Address 
Which the Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee Would 
Not Issne.

New Yonx, June 21, 1878.— To the N tor of the 
Leaving you to reconcile with your 
sense of propriety the publication of such state- 
meuts, not supported by any evidence, as you 
represent to have been made by Henry Watter- 
son in regard to me personaliv, and my connec- 
tion with the late Presidential election, it seems 
proper for me to say that ever since I refused to 
listen to his insane and ridiculous proposition to 
call out * 100,000 men“ in order to put Mr. Tu- 
den into the White House, he has never ceased. 
to misrepresent my declarations, purposes, and 
action with a malignity which he scarcely seeks 
to disguise. Hitherto I have been silent, be- 
cause his statements have been too vague to re- 
quire deulal. Now, however, he begins to de- 
sceud to particulars. He has persistently 
accused me of supppressing a telegrain 
from Gov. Tilden in regard to the Elect- 
oral Commission, whereas the fact is that 
I never received from Gov. Tilden a tele 
gram on that or any other subject after the 
meeting of Congress in 1876, and Gov. Tilden 
has assured me that he never sent any telegram 
to me, so that Mr. Watterson cannot even justify 
his assertion by the poor excuse that it may have 
miscarried. I did, however, receive some tele- 
grams from Mr. Cooper, which I had reason to 
believe were approved by Mr. Tilden, but uo one 
of these was ever suppressed or concealed from 
1 who had a right to kuo their con- 
ents. 

In the account of the interview with him 
which you publish, he makes another statement, 
which, perhaps, it is well to contradict, because 
it enables me not anly to prove that Mr. Watter- 
son's assertions are false, but to place my true 

osition, so much misunderstoud and sol ma- 
iciously misiuterpreted, before the public. Wat- 
terson says of me: Why, be wanted to issue 
an address early in December 1876, rest- 
ing our vote upon the return of Oregon, and a 
few ot us had a time in suppressing him.” That 
address will now, for the first tlie, be given to 
the public. So far from “resting our vote on 
the return of Oregon,” it does precisely the op- 
posite, and resis the Democratic case upon the 
will of the people, upon substantial justice, and 
not upon technicalfies of any kind. Mr. Wat- 
terson has no excuse fur misrepresenting it. for 
he heard it read; but he had nothing to do with 
suppressing it, because he was not a member of 
the National Committee, whose Executive Com- 
mittee decided (agaiust mv will and protest) to 
issue merely a brief announcement, clatming the 
election of Tilden aod Heudricks, withwut rest- 
ing the clauu upon avy grounds whatever. This, 
iu my judgment, was a blunder, and at this dis- 
tance We can now see the wis lom of the address 
which | nad prepared, as foliows:

On the face of the returns, tberefore, already 
made public, but not yet officially counted by the 
two Houses of Congress, as required by the Con- 
stitution, Samuel J. Tilden is elected President, 
and Thomae A. Hendricks Vice-President, of the 
United States. 

Inciuded, however, in the 184 votes counted for 
Hayes and Wheeler, are seven votes from South 


Carolina. four votes from Florida, and eicht votes 


from Louisiana, which, inour judgment; belong 
to and of rigbt should have been cast for ‘iilden 
and Hendricks: and ip the votes counted for Tilaen 
and Hendricks is one vote for Oregon, cast by an 
Elector wao, while he did not receive a majority of 
the votes of the people of that State, did receive 
the certificate.of election from the Goveruuor in ac- 
cordance with the law of Oregon, because tie can- 
didate who received the majority of the voles wus 
ineligible by reason of the provisions of the Conati- 
tution of the United States. Assuming, therefore, 


that the intention of the people, rather than the 


fraudulent returne in the three Southeru States, 
and the provision of the law in the Pacific State, 
should be resvected inthe final count by the two 
Honses of Congress, Tilden and Hendricks will be 
acclared elected oy 205 votes cast forthem, against 
100 votes cast for Hayes and Wheeler. In either 
view of the case. therefore, whether it be decided 
to make the count on tue face of tue Certificates, or 
according to the real intention and actual vote of 
the people of the several States, the Democratic 
National Committee feel that they are ju tied in 
clfiming the election of Tilden and Hendricks, in 
accordance with the strict provisions of the law, 
happily ratified and confirmed, not only by a ma- 
jority of all the States. but by @ large majority of 
the popular vote of the whole nation. 

The Committee have reason. however, to appre- 
hend that an attempt will be made, iu piain viola- 
tion ef the provisions of the Constitution, and of 
the expressed will of the people, so to pervert the 
final counting of the votes by the two Houses of 
Congress as to reject the one vote of Orezon cist 
for Tilden and Hendricks, on the plea that it does 
not express the voice of the people of the State, 
and to count for Hayes and Wheeler the votes of 
South Caralina, Florida, and Louisiana, on the 

lea that itis not competent to go behind the of- 

cial returns, duly certified in accordance with the 
The inconsistency of this pusi- 

ion, however it may be disguised, is too obvious 
to deceive the people, who, to use a phrase homely 
indeed but more expressive than a whole volume of 
rhetoric, believe that it is ‘* apoor rule that will 
not work both wavs.”’ 

So far as this Coromittee is concerned, repre- 
senting the great national party which put Tilden 
and Hendricks in nomination, we do not besitate 
to declare our conviction and position in favor of 
the doctrine of substantial justice. and of giving 
etfect to the real will of the people. We believe 
that the returns sent to the Vice-President can and 
should be inquired into. We believe that only 
genuine and not false or fraudulent votes should 
be counted, and, to quote the words of President 
Lincoln, that the two Houses of Congress, con- 
vened under the twelfth article of the Cons-titu- 
tion, have complete power to exclude from count- 
ing all Electorai votes deemed by them to be ille- 
gal. Wealso believe that full effect should be 
given tothe voice of the people when expressed 
according tothe laws of the State and of the 
United States, within the limits and under the re- 
the Constitution. If (by the 

tnese rules of justice fairly 
the one

applied) the result should be that, on 
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hand, the votes of Florida, South Carolina, an 


Louisiana should be received, and on the other 
the vote of Oregon should be rejected, thus secur- 
ing the election of Hayes and Wheeler, we feel 
safe in saying that the result would be cheerfully 
acquiesced in by the people; but if these rules 
should be applied only where they inure to the 
venefit of the Republican candidates, and rejected 
when they work to their detriment, we have no 
hesitation in declaring our belief that the people of 
this country wil) never submit to such an act of 
injustice and usurpation. Resistance should and 
undoubtedly: wil! made as heretofore in the 
courts and by ail the machinery known tothe jaw, 
and by euch powers as may be vested under the 
Constitution in the representatives of the people 
in Congress assembied. No assent will ever be 
given to the pernicious doctrine that a sin- 
le State, or any namber of States, can, 
the ingenious device of Returning Boards, ex- 
pressly contrivea for the commpesion of fraud. defeat 
the will of the people in the remaining States, 
where the vote is fairly cast and honestly returned, 
Unless this destructive invention, the infernal ma- 
chine of recent politics, is promptly discaraed, 
pretended intimidation, supported by purchasable 
affidavits, will take the place of honest suffrage, 
popular elections become only an expensive farce, 
and free government will destroy itself by delib- 
erate suicide. 

We utterly condemn, therefore, and boidly de- 
nounce ali such fraudulent contrivances for the 
destruction of self-government, and we insist that 
when the votes shall be counted it will be the duty 
of the two Houses of Congress to reject returns 
which, on proper examination, shall found to 
be fictitious or fraudulent, and to see to ft that the 
real voice of the people, uttered in accordance 
with the provisions and the spirit of the Constita- 
shall ve expressed, and not sup- 
pressed, contrary to the precedents of our fathers 


and the time-honored usages of the Repablie. 


In this demand, so reasonabie and so righteous, we 
expect to have the sympathy, support, and so- 
operation of all good citizens who did not vote for 
Tliden, but who are not prepared to see the second 
century of the Repubiic —— * the suc- 
cess O fae in the elections defeating the will of 
the people.

lam not sure whether his closing remarks 
are intended as au invitation to me or some due 
eise to vall upon him at his hotel. i can only 
san that he has not entitled himself to any such 
courtesy at my hauds. aud, besides, the warmth 
of the reception might be disugreeable tu a law- 
abiding citizen not accustomed to the atmus- - 
phere of politeness iu which Mr. Wattersou up- 
pears to move and have his betug.

THE BRITISH MINT. 

The annual report just made by the Deputy 
Master of the British Mint states that the gold 
coinage of 1877 amounted to onlv £1, 098, 000, all 
in balf-sovereigns.

560 was in gold coin and bullion. For the corre- 
sponding part of June last year, the amount 
transmitted was $1,646,600. The export of silver 
to China continues heavy, more than $2,000,000 
having been sent by steamer in the first week of 
Silver remittances to New York will here- 


cates. 
THE FINANCIAL BASIS OF GERMAN COMMUNISM. 

The London correspondent of the Fiuancial 
Chronicle explains the growth of Communism and 
Socialism in Germany by the increasing poverty of 
the country. The flower of German youth and 
manhood have to spend their best days in military 
service, which adds nothing to the material re- 
sources of the country. Taxation 1s crushing, and 
the general domestic policy of the Government 
such that the suffering and discontent are widely 
spread and grow all the time.

BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 
Reston Adeertiser, 

Ona survey of the field We can see but one ob- 
stacle to a healthy and hopeful revival of business 
in the early fall. That is the unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the labor interest. Labor still commands 
relatively higher wages than in 1860. while every- 
thing else bas declined. The cost of this important 
element in production is a dead weight in many 
branches of industry, and, in the judgment of dis- 
interested observers, will have to be lightened be- 
fore there can be any material or —— improve- 
ment. With this exception, the signs are favora- 
ble for greater prosperity. As the stock market is 
the first indication of, coming disaster, so it is the 
most sensitive prognBsticator of vetter times. The 
value of railroad property. for example, does not 
increase fifty ora hundred fold unless there has 
been a very marked increase in business and prof- 
its; and the railroads do not prosper when the 
country is still in 2 8 ene of depression. 


On the whole, here ‘coems fair reason to hove 
that the summer will pase without general disturb- 
ance or great disaster; that the failures occurring 
about the Ist of September wili have been largely 
anticipated and provided for; that the fluctuations 
of the stock market wii! harily affect trade and 
that the o tions of the 
Treasury will bring no disaster, Dut a steadily- 
increasing confidence in the future; and that, if 
such crops come 4s are now anticipated, we may 
witness in the fall a genuine revival of business 
upon a solid ana enduring basis.

THE WHEAT MARKET. 

King & Co., of Toledo, take a rather blue look 
at the situation. They say: The plethora of 
wheat in California seems to threaten as much em- 
barrassment as does the crop we are soon to be 
called upon to handle, and the immense prospect- 
ive shipments from the Pacific and Atlantic coasts, 
following close upon the present heavy movement 
and large accumulation now in English warehouses, 
together with recent failures of English grain-deal- 
ers, are among the causes that are depressing val- 
uesin all markets,—causes the effects of which 
will require war or very discouraging prospects for 
the growing English crops to even partially coun- 
teract in the near future.” 

Shippers in San Francisco have made contracts 
to pay 97c@$1.00 per bu for about 300, 000 bu, but 
only because they have engaged the freight room to 
carry it away in July. They say they will not be 
‘able to pay those figures for more than enough to 
fill room already taken, while the farmers are un- 
willing to sell at present quotations. Hence, af- 
fairsare nearly at adead-lock. Shippers from the 
Pacific Slope, too, are growing restive under pres- 
ent arrangement for sending the grain to market. 
One of them writes:

Take any one of a serics of account sales and 
look at the formidable list of charges appended there- 
to, many of them entirely imaginable; and when the 
sale price of the cargo is reported you are led to suv- 

Quilie 
he reverse is the case. Then again how often & It that 
when one or more cargoes are en rou e for Great Brit- 
ain a rainstorm, war intelligence, or a sudden scarcity 
of stock, or other cause, occasions @ sharp speculation 
orrise? How quick does the report reach us that your 
California cargoes are ali sold, and the great rise inures 
to English operators, and not to the San ch epee ge 
shipper. We all know this to be true. Look the 
heavy losses suffered a few years since to the Calltornia 
Grangers and to others whose names we forbear to 
mention, but who suffered heavily in the past, while 
there are, perhaps, others at this date who are trem- 
bling in the Dalauce and already doomed to Laancial 
disaster.

Mr. Tuley explained that he had never foucht 
a tax but once, and that was filteen years ago. 
If the tax-fighters had gone to work to gain 

accessivons to their ranks, they could have de- 
vised no more vifective method tua the present 
assessment. 

Mr. McKee gave a number of wlustrations 
showing the difference in assessments in the 
South and West Towns. His conclusion was 
that the South Town had added about 35 per 
cent, and tae West Town had deducted about 

23 per cevt. He warrated a number of cases 
where injustice had been done, and commented 
upon them at length. 

Mr. Kedzie said that he had taken the precau- 
tion to file a protest against the whole asséss- 
mut on behalf of all the people of the South 
Town. This document had been left with the 
Town Board. 

The Secretary was instructed to give notice of 
the organization of the Association iv the Eu- 
glish and German daily papers, that all taxpay- 
ers might have aa oppurtunity to join. 

A member called attention to the fact that 
the Assessor had not filedany assessment of the 
property south of Twenty-second street in the 
South Town un the day provided—the fourth 
Monday in Juue. 

Mr. Tuley thought that this neglect would 
very likely invalidate the assessment 80 far as 
that part of the town was concerned. He called 
attention to a decision of the Supreme Court 
bearing on that poiut. 

On motion, the Chair appointed Messrs, 
Brackett, Kerfoot, and McKee u committee to 
wait on Assessor Rice as late as 6 o'clock p. m. 
and make a formal demand for the assessment 
on the property south of Twenty-second street, 
so that they could be prepared to be witnesses 
in case it were necessary to prove that the said 
assessments were not led on the fourth Mon- 
day in June. 

The Executive Committee were instructed to 
look alter the assess ment of personal as well as 
real-estate property. 

Mr. Brackett then spoke at some length to 
show that the Assoclation was not composed of 
tax-lighters, but that its object was to secure 
the pavmeut of taxes. 

The Association then adjourned to Wednes- 
day afternoun at 3 o'clock. 

The Committee appointed by the Association 
called around to lodge their formal demand 
with Assessor Rice yesterday afternoon, pursu- 
aut to instructions, but the ollictal had departed 
for home, and the Committee were fain to leave 
their protest ou the doorstep. 


» THE WEST TOWN. 

The proper officers met yesterday at the 
Town office in order to receive complaints re- 
garding the assessments, but had very little to 
do, only afew comingin. There was occasional 
dissatisfaction with the personal property 
Valuations, but this is inevitable. 

Owing to the facts that the corrections may 
make some slight altcration in the aggregate 
and that many large firms have wot made their 
returns as to property valuation, and since, for 
these reasons, the books have not been ficured 
up, it is impossible to give any definite state- 
ments as to the aggregate assessment, except 
in a general way, and id comparison with that 
of iast year. The total assessed valuation of 
the real estate in the West Town, last year, was 
$31,447,124. The rate of taxation on the assessed 
valuation was 3.83 per cent, or $5.83 
on 38100 assessed value; the equal- 
zed rate was 4.33 9-10 or $4.36 
and a traction over, on $100 of assessed 
value. Tue rate on personal property last ycar 
was 6.73 per cent on the assessed valuation. 
Though these rates will probably be about the 
same, Assessor brenan has auned to make the 
real estate valuation this year between 8050, 000 
and $700,000 larger than that of the preceding 
year, and expects that there will be a little in- 
crease in the assessed valuation of personal 
property, though, owing to lack of figures, very 
little cau be said regarding the latter. The in- 
crease in the real estate valuation is due to 
natural causes, such as the growth of the city, 
the improvement of streets, the erection of 
buildings, etc. He has, bowever, introduced a 
plan oi discrimination pot hitherto observed. 
Outside property, such aa that vetween the 
parks, or over a mile out, and other real 
estate which is chiefly acre property, as, for 
instance, Secs. 2 to 35 south, be has'reduced to 
less than the one-third vaiuation which hitherto 
has been applied to it; While the better class 
of property, like the tract from Asbiand avenue 
to Western avenue, east and west, aud from 
Madison street south to Harrison, he has raised 
somewhat above the Valuation last vear. The 
south half of Sec. 7, which ies iu the vicinity 
ot Washington street aud Park avenue, has 
always been regarded as fine property, and 
stood a good assessment, but woiie itis emi- 
nently such, it is somewhat in statu quo as 
compared with the north balt of Sec. 18, in the 
neighborhood of Madison, Monroe, Adams, aud 
Van Buren streets. which bas graduaily been 
coming up. In view oi these facts, the Assessor 
has thought it proper, while reducing the valu@ 
tion on outside property, to slightly increase that 
on this property, which bas become better. He 
has made it bis plan to make the assessment as 
nearly in accordance with such price as it could 
be judged or was possible to ascertain that the 
property would realize it sold. There wiil be a 
considerable increase in the assessment of the 
lumber district, though the bouses and shanties, 
such as there is nothing to increase on, remain 
about the same.

PERSONAL PROPERTY 
has been to esiimate as accurately as possible 
about what it would bring in cash if sold, and 
this has usually been put at 30 cents on the dol- 
lar; as, for instance, a dry-goods firm having 
$5,000 worth of stock would be worth $2,509, 


and a man with $400 worth of furni- 
ture, bought at various intervals, along 
back, would be assessed at 3200 lu 


assessing lumber, its value has been placed at 
$11 per 1,000, which makes the assessed valua- 
tion about 65 cents on the dollar. Since there 
are comparatively few very large establishments 
on tne West — most of the stores being 
shops and modefn-sized concerns, it was not 
possible to take a list that would give any more 
detinite illustration of the personal-property as- 
sessment than what has already been explained, 
and most of the large firms and corporations, 
which it would be interesting to note, such as 
the Gas Company, Horse-Railway Company, 
Peter Schuttier’s wagon factory, McCormick’s 
reaper establishment, and Carson & Pirie’s dry- 
goods store, had not made their returns to the 
Assessor, so that it was, of course, impossible 
to record their assessments. 
THE NORTH TOWN. 

Tbe North Side Assessor received a few visits 
from taxpayers yesterday morning, nearly all of 
whom expressed themselves as satisfied with 
their assessmeats. The Supervisor and Clerk 
were at the office at 10:30, but as the number of 
visitors was small, and the complaints exceed- 
ingly few, they did not remain long. Some of 
the real estate owners could not tell just how 
it was that their property was assessed at such 
and such figures, but when it was explained to 
them that acomparison had been made with 
last year’s returns, and the value of their par- 
ticular property equalized with the value of 
property adjacent to it, they saw the 
justice of what bad been done, expressed 
their satisfaction thereat, and went on their 
way rejoicing. The only difference of opinion 
in the matter of versonal-property assessments 
was in the case of Ragor, the bus mane Ile had 
made out a senedule, which was not exactly 
satisfactory to the Assessor, who notified him 
to call around. He did so by proxy yesterday 
morning. The total schedule return was some 
$6,800, and the principal item that seemed to 
need explanation was in regard to horses. The 
bus man had returned 1380, and the Assessor 
stated that he had been informed, on the 
authority of a North Side street-raiiroad man, 
that the "bus company had some 2530. The 
proxies united in denouncing the man who 
made avy such statement as a liar, and 
ali that the name implied, and main- 
tained that at the mast they had 
no more than 175 animals, of which 
number some were pot worth their keep“; 
that they couldn’t work them, and would g'ad- 
ly get rid of them; and that, in fact, they were 
selling them off dirt cheap, or giving them in 
trade. as fast as they could, so that realty only 
130 horses were all that ther had that ought, 
in their opinion, tq be returned as taxable prop- 
erty. The arguw threatened to consume so 
much time that the reporter didn’t wait to learn 
the result. The North Chicago City Railwav 
Company has made its return, but it is not 
final, as it will have to be compared with the 
returns of the South Side and West Side Com- 
panies. Not being final, the reporter was un- 
able to get a look at it. tne field-books. as they. 
are called, are in one for inspection, and, aft-

POMEROY. | 

It will be remembered that a couple of weeks 
ago a young fellow by the name of Pomeroy. who 
bad been one of Assessor Rice's deputies, was ar- 
rested on the charge of attempting to blackmail 
South Side merchants out of money. the considera- 
tion being a low assessment or pone at ali. He was 
brought beiore a Justice of the Peace, and obd- 
tained a cuntinuance, but when the day came for 
him to appear he had vanished, and has not been 
heard ot since.

He uaturally wishes to come back to Chicago, 
where his family live, and it is for this 
purpose that the negotiations are going 
on. He offers, it is understood, 
to go before the Grand Jury. and 
inform on the merchante who have paid bim 
money, and thus secured a iow assessment, and 
also to tell to whom ne paid the money which he 
received from them. If he does so, he will secure 
immunity for himself, providing his testimony is 
of any value, and will also secure the indictment of 
the merchants who have been thus conspiring with 
him for the purpose of evading their share of taxa- 
tion, and also of the persons with whom he divided 
his Hl-gotten gains. When be was first arrested, a 
person by the name of Admiral, who Keeps a 
saloon on Randolph street, went on dis 
bond for $500. ‘ne bond has deen for- 
feited, but Admiral, it 16 understood, has 
deen taken care of by those persons who are in- 
terested in not having Pomeroy reappear, and who 
have contributed according to their means to make 
up the $500. Simmons and Cullerton are under- 
stood to be looking for Pomeroy for the purpose of 
getting him before the Grand Jury. 

GEN. M’ ARTHUR. 

A little over a year ago it became known to the 
public that Gen. McArthur was behind in his ac- 
counts as Postmaster. Suit has been begun against 
him and his sureties by the United States author 
ties for the purpose of recovering the shortage, but 
no criminal prosecution has been instituted, and 
the matter has never been brought before a Fed- 
eral Grand Jory. It is understood that. 
some persons in this city, thinking that 
he ought to be criminally. pureued, and, 
seeing that the United States authorities do not 
— 4 to take it up, are making an effort 
to have the State Grand Jury go into the matter. 
Whether the Grand Jury now in session will do 
this or not fis uncertain, but a strong pressure has 
been brought to bear on them, and it is believed 
some of the memoers think that, if the Federal 
authorities will not take up the matter, then they 
It is very doubtful, however, whether 
they have the authority to do so. The general 
opinion seems to be that State Courts have no 
jurisdiction over the offense charged, be- 
cause it is a breach of a trust imposed 
by the United States statutes. It is not 
an offense against a citizen of the State, 
or the State itself. or any municipality created by 
the State. There isa United States statute which 
meets precisely such an offense as Geo. McArthur 
is charged with; and, by the ordinary rule, which 
is well settled, where there is a United States stat- 
ute upon a matter which arises under its laws, 
State courte can take no cognizance whatever. A 
State (and Jury might with just as much proprie- 
ty claim to act ina case of piracy. Notwitustand- 
ing this apparent lack of jurisdiction, it is not un- 
likely that the Cook County Grand Jury will take 
up the case, and proceed to investigate it. It so, 
subpenas will doubtiess. be issued within a few 
Gays for the Post-Office authorities, who alone are 
in possession of the documentary evidence on 
which an indictment could be based. 

The Grand Jury hes worked so fast and so well 
that yesterday it got out of witnesses, and had to 
stop for lack of work. It has cleared up all the 
jail cases to date.

essays were interspersed with selections of both 
vocal and ipstrumental muste, charmingly 
rendered? The Bishop called attention to 
the walls of the chapel, adorned 
with works of art from their studio. 
The diplomas were then ¢onferred by the Bishop, 
after a most appropriate and touching address 
to the graduating class, and gold medais of ex- 
quisite workmanship were bestowed on the fol- 
lowing young ladies: Mies Mary A. Smith, the 
Dearborn Medal; Miss Fiora E. Matteson, the 
Bishop Whipple Medal: Miss Isabel A. Kidney, 
the Bishop Pinckney Medal; Miss Ollie Easton, 
the Alice Kerfoot Medal, founded by Miss Alice 
Kerfoot, of Chicago, the first graduate of St.

The Bishop then. provouncea his 
blessing on the graduates, and closed with the 
Lord’s Prayer and benediction. 

The commencement orations of the Classical 
and Military School were delivered before a 
crowded audience, consisting of the parents and 
friends of cadets, and citizens of Faribault, at 
Suattuck Hall, on Wednesday morning, June 
19,—Bishop Whipple presiding. The following 
was the programme: George Green, Jr., 
Death and Character of Socrates”; Guy C.

Election of the New Medical 
Board -- No Homeo- 
paths. 


Financial Showing of the County's Con- 
dition—-Pursuing the Re- 


corder. 


The County Board met yesterday afternoon, 
all the members present except Messrs. Tabor 


and Cleary. 
THE RECORDER. 

The finance Committee reported on the semi- 
annual report of the Recorder, which has been 
given. The report detailed the receipts and 
earnings of the office, and was full of vicious- 
ness and malice. It recommended that $156 
charged for attorneys’ fees and office-cleaning 
be not allowed, and that the County-Attorney 
be instructed to commence suit against the 
Recorder to recover not only this amouat, but 
$1,500 which they claimed he was illegally hold- 
ing as salary which the Board had repeatedly 
refused to allow him, and 82, which his re- 
port showed he was owing the county, etc. 

Mr. Wheeler wanted the report referred to 
the Committee on Records, and proceeded to 
speak of the spitefulness which characterized it 
as a whole, especially so much of it as proposed 
to sue Mr. Brockway for the $2,933 which he 
was owing the county and about which there 
was no dispute, aud which he was ready to turn 
over on demand. He pronounced the proposed 
proceedings outrageous, and said they were in- 
tended to annoy the Recorder. He closed by 
moving that the report be so amended that if 
suit must be commenced it only be to recover 
what it was claimed he was withholding as 


Ulegal salary. 
Mr. Spoffor had signed the report because he 
wanted the question of the Recorder’s right to 
the $1,500 settled once and for all, and beside 
because he was opposed to hiring clerks for the 
janitors, or attorneys to pass on questions the 
Recorder himself should be able to pass on. 

Mr. Boese said that be was becoming satisfied 
that just as soon as a public officer vegan to do 
his duty there was some member of the Board 
ready tofollow him. Mr. Brockway ought to 
have acted on the suggestion of the Board in 
the matter of tha“ extra allowance for salary, 
hut because be had not so done he did not be- 
lieve in following and traducing him constantly. 
He was a good officer, and those who were tor- 
ever attacking him were prompted by seltish 
motives, and had said a treat deal about him 
that they did not believe themselves. 

Mr. Mulloy moved that the whole matter be 
referred to the Judiciary Committee, but this 
was lost in an unintelligible squabble, and 
tinally the report was adopted, Mr. Wheeler alone 
voting against it. 

OTHER REPORTS. 

The same Committee reported on the Sher- 
it's report and the several Clerks of the 
Courts, and the Coroner, and the Treasurer. 
All of the reports were found correct except 
that of the Sneriff. where an item of $60 had 
been put in the expenses for newspaper-wrap- 
pers, which was disallowed. 

Mr. Wheeler called attention to the fact that 
the Sheriff and Clerk of the Probate Court 
owed the county a balance, and, iu order to put 
them on a footing with the Recorder, be moved 
that they aleo be sued. The motion did not re- 
ceive a second, and the Committee’s report was 
approved amid considerable merriment. 

OOMMUNICATIONS 

were then taken up, under which head a letter 
was read commending Miss S. F. Baker for post- 
tion op the Medical Board. A communicativn 
was read from the Facultv of Rush Medical 
Coliege recommending the following, also of 
that College, for posſtion on the Medical Board 

Drs. Dunn, Ross, and Parks. A similar ducu- 
ment was read from the Cnicago Medical, send- 
ing in the following names: Drs. Bevan, W. E. 
Quine, and R. M. Isham. 

Mr. Burling read a petition of the same char- 
acter, asking that the Homeopaths be recog- 
nized in making up the new Board. The peti- 
tion was signed by over 50 persons, —physicians 
and citizens, 

Dr. Hammill read a Communication from the 
Chicago Medical Society, informing the Board 
of ite action a few days ago, and transmitting a 
list of medical practitioners not connected with 
any of the colleges which the Society had recom- 
mended should constitute the Medical Board. 

A communication was leo read from the 
Woman's Medical College asking recognition in 
the new Board, and miggesting the names of 
Drs. Fitch, Danforth, and Earle. 

Mrs. James A. Hague, from a committee of 
ladies, presented a petition numerously signed 
on the same subject in favor of Miss Baker. 
She spoke at some length, and appealed to the 
“intelligence and hign moral character“ 
of the Commissioners, confident, she said, 
that if the petition was granted those who 
granted it would be blessed by their wives and 
daughters, and by women everywhere. The 
appeal was very affecting, but she was talking 
10 politicians, and to those who had before- 
hand agreed what they would doin the matter.

The usua!! number of bills were then read 
and referred. Among them was one for $3,000 
for dieting prisoners at the Bridewell the past 
winter.
